/guide led us on till -half-past four 
when we stopped again for rest. We 
found two very fine dogs, a large 
hound and a, small shepherd.

hour, the guide rounding, us up at 
the end of -the journey at half-past 
flve. Our friend had a big lop for a 
camp-fire and after resting1 rolled up 
in our blankets on the ground foi» 
ithe night.

at camp the first day and the rest 
with the guide went on further but 
secured no game.

of deer and we had plenty of meat 
during the outing in consequence.

Deer steak was plentiful and 


we ate like the poor dogs we had 
found.

"Our trip was great and I shall al- 


ways remember it.

were lost on the way home and we 
were unable to again find them. They 
kept close to us for five or six miles 
on our journey but of the mountains 
until a deer ran by and they both 
followed down '-.he side of the in- 
cline. It was the last-we saw.of them. 
We called and whistled and discharg-

and wounding an official in tlie leg. 


• The murderer, who 
was 
arrested, 


has not been identified. 
The motive 


for the crime is. a mystery. 
It is 


thought to have been political, as per- 
sonally the count •• was popular. 
He 


was'known, however, to be devoted to 
.the cxar, and in this way had earned 
the animosity o£ tho revolutionary 
party.- 


Count Shouvaloff owes his death'to 


his -democratic way of receiving al! 
callers-. He had fallen a vict-im to the 
facility with which he cc-uld be ap- 
proached. He adhered to the oriental 
custom ot receiving personally every 
one who had a complain: or a petition-. 
A person'with murderous1 Intent had no 
more difficulty in-seeing him than' any 
decent looking, sober individual, what- 
ever 'his position- in- life. 


Assassin Had Passport. 


So it was that the assassin entered. 


He had a passport representing him, as 
a citizen of Kursk, but this was not 
preserved.

Moore, also wounded, was 


at hand and with a Confederate mus- 
ket shot down McDonald's last assail- 
ant. 


The Eleventh soon closed up and en- 


tered the works, followed by the whole 
division. Garrard rode at the front on 
the Hue of battleflags. For liOO yards 
the troops dashed over rough and bro- 
ken ground, moving with- the wildest 
enthusiasm. Kanks_separated and melt- 
ed together again like the waves of a 
stormy sea. 
Above all the clamov of 


battle arose the voices of the troops 
cheering. They went into the works' 
at the first rush and planted their flags 
on the walls only a few hours after 
Robert E. Lee had signed the terms of. 
surrender at Appomattox.

Qtlvance wltli a musketry fire, intensa 
n'rid cleudly.-In fact, tbe ground which 
the lowaus had been ordered to take 
•was too hot to hold, and Bell led. bis 
command on over the enemy's works 
without stopping. 


The lighting was close and furious aft- 


er the- assailants loupod down from the 
parapet. - They formed ns they fought 
and in compact bodies rushed upon tlio 
garrison, demanding surrender. Some 
threw down, their arms, but others re- 
fused, even with the bayonet at tuclr 
breast or the muzzle of a. musket at 
their head. They resisted' to the last 
juicl died with the words "I rover will 
surrender" on their lips. 


'Boll's men turned right and loft and 


swept the works for 300 yards, gather- 
ing iu bixttlcflags and prisoners. Tho 
Confederates attempted to oxpei them; 


' but, re-enforced, they held the ground, 


and before midnight the garrison ovnc- 
hated the works, fleeing to Fort Bluke- 
ly. 


The key to Mobile was now in the 


hands of the besiegers. 
Prisoners re- 


vealed to the Federal navy the location 
of torpedoes planted In the bay, an'd 
after a score oC them had been fished 
up the west gulf squadron, command- 
ed by Hear Admiral Thatcher, sailed 
almost within shelling distance of the 
city. Fort Blakcly remained, and to 
this Canby turned his'attention. The 
lino of defenses at Blakcly compris'wl 
nine redoubts and was three miles in 
extent. 
It was capable of stout re- 


sistance, although ' with the full uf 
Spanish fort its water communications 
had been cut. 


The siege'Of Fort Blakely was begun 


April 2 by a column of 13,000 Federals 
under command of General Frederick 
Steele. 
The work was defended by 


about 3,000 alien with forty guns. Six 
o'clock the evening of April 0 was the 
hour fixed for the grand assault. Gen- 
eral Kenner Garrard's division held the 
leftxof the Federal Hue and was closest 
to the enemy's works. The Eleventh 
•Wisconsin advanced as skirmishers 
and, getting the Confederate skirmish- 
ers on the run. followed them to with- 
in 100 yards of the ditch.' There they 
encountered a terrible fire of bnlluts 
and canister. 


Many of the assailants fell, but the 


survivors In groups' rushed on to the 
parapet and br-gan a hand to hand 
fight. 
Lieutenant Angus McDonald, 


Sergeant Daniel Moore and six: others^ 
charged together with bayonets. 
At 


the parapet live wore shot dead, and 
Moore lost the lock of his gun by a 
bullet. 
Moore and McDonald leaped 


down into the fort, and eight of their 
nearest foomon surrendered.

A truce was made with them early ID 
the siege, and the spirit of fraterniza- 
tion, went so far that the Confederate 
'commander replaced them by old vet- 
erans. 


As a preliminary to the general at- 


tack some co|ored regiments from Gen- 
eral J. P. Hawkins' division went for- 
ward to test the fire. Federal skirmish- 
ers uear the works overheard the or- 
ders inside the fort to "lay low and 
.mow the ground—the niggers are com- 
ing." The colored troops entered the 
works with the rest, and one ex-slave 
took his old master prisoner. 
They 


shook hands cordially and celebrated 
the- event by a drink 1'roia tho same 
canteen. 


When the besiegers were. running 


their approaches toward the fort they 
encountered many hidden torpedoes. 
Sometimes these wcre:explodcd by the 
tools in digging. After the ste'ge It was 
found that one approach lay the whole 
distance between two lines of buried 
torpedoes. Often during the siege shells 
and'bullets which plowed the ground 
in frout of the fort struck and explod- 
ed the infernal machines. 


In the advance of the colored regi- 


ments a parly of nineteen otUcers and 
sixty-Jive men found themselves alone 
at the works. 
They repulsed a sortie 


ami also a flank attack. Signals and 
messengers to the rear brought them 
no support. Finally the officers picked 
up muskets from the Held, and the 
party charged down the parapet, driv- 
ing off the Confederate sharpshooters 
until it reached a position of shelter 
which could be held. There the'gal- 
lant fellows remained until the grand 
assault.

Although the capture of Spanish fort 


and Fort Bla'kely rendered the Mobile 
defenses untenable 'for the ConfederT 
ate's; General Maury clung to the.de- 
reuses on the west side until'April 12. 
when he inarched out with 4,000 sol- 
diers, twenty-seven' field giin's and all 
.Ills camp wagons. Retreating to Meri- 
dian, Miss'., Maury kept his force under 
arms'until news of the surrender of 
Johnstou to Sherman' reached him on 
thc"4th o'f May, On that day all the' 
Confederate forces under arms east 
of the Mississippi river, about 42,000 
men, formally surrendered to Canby, 
the- victor at* Mobile. • Can'by also re- 
ceived the surrender of the last Con- 
federate force iu the'field, the tran's- 
mississippi army, commanded by Gen- 
eral' E. Klrby Smith, nnr.iberiug at 
the date of surrender. May 2G, ISGri, 
about 17.000 men. The last battle of 
the war took place in General Kirby's 
department on May 13 at Palmetto 
ranch, Texas.

"MAY LAWS" IN RUSSIA. 


Have Had the Effect of Herding the 


Jewish People Into the 


Towns. 


Maj. W. Evans Gordon, the member 


of parliament from Ste'pney, that part 
of London containing the ghetto of the 
city,-recently succeeded in introducing 
his bill for the regulation, of immigra- 
tion into the United Kingdom. 
The 


bill is proposed, as a government meas- 
ure, 
under the auspices of the home 


secretary. The great problem of Lon- 
don is the Russian Jew. Sen'timent in 
favor of their exclusion is general and 
extends even to their' own. country- 
men who aa-ve long/been residents of 
London. 
An example of this was 


given within, the year when the Jew- 
ish bakers went on a strike against 
tho employment of newly arrived Jews, 
who offered to work for1 lower wages 
than were being paid to those already 
employed. 


It is difficult to exclude any man 


from a country when no reason of 
physical disability, criminal career or 
promis'e of immediate helplessness pre- 
sents itself. To obtain an intelligent 
knowledge of the-situation Maj. Gor- 
don was sent by the royal commission 
engaged'in considering this matter on 
a tour through Russia, where he.vis- 
ited the" provinces which are-furnish- 
ing the bulk of the Russian'emigrants 
for England and the United States. 
He says: 


"Persecution I found to be a rela- 


tive term. From an English-speaking 
point of view everyone in Russia is 
more or less persecuted, owing to the 
close personal control which is exer- 
cised by the government 
over 
the 


movement and actions of all its citi- 
zens.- Jewish'emigration is due, pri- 
marily, to what are known as the 'May 
Jaws' of 3882. 
These laws provided 


that only those who could prove the 
right of residence prior to that year, 
would be allowed to live in the coun- 
try. 'All others were driven into the 
towns. Some idea of the operations of 
this law is obtained from the fact that 
in. IS months after it was passed the 
Jewish population of the 
town 
of 


Ts'chernlgov rose from 5,000 to 20,000 
souls, so that four persons had to find 
a living where previously it was diffi- 
cult enough forgone to earn bread'. 


"It is obvious that this confinement 


to the towns must lead to tho over- 
crowding,-not only of the houses, but 
of all employment, and here again the 
Russian law steps :rt to make the lot 
of the Jew as burd«some as possible. 
No sort of employment paid directly or 
indirectly by the state is open to a 
Jew. He can obtain no work from the 
municipality of the town in which he 
resides, the government 
endeavoring 


as far as possible to prevent it."

It .is as- 
serted that with.a proper selection of ma- 
terials for combustion in the furnace 
tb'Is result c'an be obtained, and while tha 
carborundum at present produced has a 
high commercial value, the inventors are 
not Inclined to rest content with that if 
anything more valuable is in sight.

Heat and Lack of Sunshine. 


Washington, July 12.—The weather 


bureau's weekly bulletin summarizes 
crop conditions as follows: 


"In the district east of the Rocky 


mountains 
temperature 
conditions 


were 
generally 
favorable, 
though 


rather cool in the Missouri valley. 
Over much the greater part of the 
country from the south Atlantic and 
gulf coasts northward to the lake re- 
gion. Minnesota aad the Dakotas ex- 
cessive rainfall greatly hindered the 
cultivation of crops, caused rapid 
growth of weeds, and in places injury 
to hay and harvested grain. 
There 


was practically no ralr. in New Eng- 
land, only light showers on the imme- 
diate middle Atlantic coast, and none 
In the Rocky mountain and Pacific 
coast regions. 
In central and north- 


ern California and portions of Oregon 
and Washington Intense heat pre- 
vailed during the latter part of the 
week. 


Weather Favorable to Corn. 


"The corn crop has experienced a 


week of very favorable conditions for 
growth, except in.the upper Missouri 
valley, where its progress his been 
rather slo-w, on account of Insufficient 
heat and lack of sunshine. 
While 


rains have Interfered with cultivation 
to some extent, the crop as a whole is 
In a fairly good state of cultivation 
and is largely laid by except in the 
more northerly districts. 


"Winter wheat harvest continues in 


the northerly districts and ,1s largely 
finished elsewhere. 
Rainy weather 


has extensively interfered with thrash- 
ing and has caused damage to grain 
in shock in portions of the middle At- 
lantic states and central valleys. The 
abnormal heat on the north Pacific 
coast during the latter part pf the 
week probably caused damage to the 
wheat crop in "Washington. 


Wheat Crop Promising. 


"In portions of South Dakota and 


Minnesota spring wheat on lowlands 
lias suffered from overflows, but else- 
where in the spring wheat region the 
crop is in promising condition. 
Rust 


continues in.' South Dakota and Minne- 
sota, though not materially increasinj 
and is beginning lo appear in North 
Dakota. 
Spring 
wheat 
continues 


promising ou the north Pacif.c coast, 
though exposcdi to tryio-g heat r- 
tions during tlie latter part of the 
week. 


"Both standing and harvested oats 


•have suffered considerably from wet 
weather; which has caused lodging, 
•hindered- harvesting and injured oats 
in stack or shock. 
A fine crop, how- 


ever, is generally indicated. 


Rain Hurts Cotton. 


"In the Carolina^, Georgia and Flor- 


ida, over the greater part of Alabama 
and In southern Mississippi cotton has 
generally done well. Good growth is 
reported from t'he central and western 
districts, but much of the' crop has 
suffered 
deterioration, largely 
from 


lack of cultivation clue to the continu- 
ous heavy rains. In Tennessee, north- 
ern Mississippi and Louisiana fields 
have been abandoned to grass. Tc* 
rank growth Is more or less reported 
in all districts, except the Carolinas 
and Florida. 
Wet weather in Texas 


has favored the increase of.boll wee- 
vils, which arc also causing damage 
in .Louisiana. 


"The general condition of tobacco is 


promising, though the- crop is suffer- 
ing for cultivation in Kentucky. Good 
growth is reported from nearly all of 
the tobacco-producing stales. 


"In New England and portions of 


the tnidtlle Atlai:.t-ic states much'hay 
has baen secured in good condition, 
but in the central valleys haying has 
progressed under disadvantages and 
considerable hay has been damaged. 
On the Pacific coast thf) weather has 
been very favorable for haying." '

The 


explosion was followed immediately 
by the belching of clouds of smoke and 
dust from the pit shaft, in which lOt! 
men were working. The force of the 
expfoslon wrecked the machinery at 
the mouth of the pit. All communica- 
tion with the doomed men in this di- 
rection is completely cut off. No. 1 
shaft, adjoining, has ordinarily afford- 
ed communication with - No. 2. 
The 


SOO men in No. 1 and the few who es- 
caped from No. 2 were drawn up. A 
rescue party descended;'but its work 
was seriously impeded by the foul air 
and the falling masses of earth dis- 
lodged by the explosion. Altogether 
sixty-eight bodies have been recov- 
eerd.

shredded fodder, so that stock can feed 
at pleasure in the barnyard • or out- 
doors, consists of a long, narrow wir» 
rack, as shown in Fig, 1. -Set posts 
firmly in the ground, six or eight fect

high above ground. The two rows ot 
posts should be about five feet apart. 
The lower frame is a foot wide and 
two feei shorter than the upper frame, 
on posts one foot above'ground. (The 
artists made bottom too wide, in the 
cut,) 
Spike 
two-inch 
scantling all 


around on top of both sets of posts. 
Drive in large-headed nails' in these 
scant:ings, those in the upper frame 
eight inches apart, and In the lower 
frame closer together, as you must' 
have the same number of nails above 
and berow. Get No. 14 wire and pass 
.around these nails back and forth from 
top to bottom, clear around, and fas-' 
ten. Fill this rack and top out like a 
rick, then cover wit'h roof boards, or. 
top out with si raw. The frames must 
be made stout and solid. 
You can 


make a rack 100 feet long or over, and 
it will hold several Ions if topped out 
well, says-Ohio Farmer. We are told 
that It is a good way. to put up shred- 
ded fodder that . is. not 
thoroug-hly 


cured. Fig. 2 shows how to make the 
rack of rails, poles or scantling. After 
filling, it can be topped with straw, 
or thatched, as shown in cut. The roof 
in No. 1 can be raised up as high as' 
desired by lengthening, the posts.
